REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 

combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 

claims 1 and 14. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "maintaining the at least one projector and the pattern 
of imagable electromagnetic radiation and the detector in a substantially fixed 
relation to each other"; "measuring an amount of radiant energy in the received 
electromagnetic radiation signal with the detector wherein each of the detector 
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elements produce an image having a different phase of the same scanned surface 
based on the measurement" and "computing phase values and amplitude values 
for the different phases from the multiple images", in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 1 . 

As to claim 14, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "a detector for receiving the imagable electromagnetic 
radiation signal from the surface of the object and having a plurality of separate 
detector elements which are substantially uniformly spaced for measuring an 
amount of radiant energy in the imagable electromagnetic radiation signal 
wherein each of the detector elements produces an image having a different 
phase of the same scanned surface based on the measurement"; "means for 
maintaining the at least one projector and the pattern of imagable 
electromagnetic radiation and the detector in a substantially fixed relation to each 
other" and "means for computing phase values and amplitude values for the 
different phases from the images", in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
claim 14.
